The Service was opened with a procession 
of the officers of the Grand Lodge of Ireland 
to the singing of the hymn, “O praise our 
God to-day.’’ The lessons were read by R. 
W. Brother Raymond F. Brooke, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Lodge of Ireland, and 
K. W. Brother Colonel W. A, King-Harman, 
D.8.0., President of the Victoria Jubilee 
Masonic Annuity Fund; and the sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Canon Hughes, M.A., 
Junior Grand Chaplain of the Grand Lodge. 
The hymn, ‘‘O God, our help in ages 
ast, was sung during the recession to the 
aady Chapel at the close of the Service. 


THE NEW JERUSALEM 


Canon Hughes preached from the text 
(Revela- 
tion xxi., 16).. The chapter from which the 
text was taken, he said, set before them a 
glorious vision, as seen by St, John, of the 
New Jerusalem. The vision set before them 
a new and ideal state of. affairs in the form 
of the perfect city. There was no night 
there, no sorrow or crying, no pain. il 
more noticeable was its openness, its accessi- 
bility+-the many-sidedness and hospitality of 
the New Jerusalem. The city lay four- 
square. From whatever quarter the traveller 
arrived, be it east or west, north or south, 
there stood before him a gate wide open. 
Only the unclean, the abominable, the liars 
were refused admission. The exclusion was 
not theological, but ethical. 

What, they might ask, were some of the 
qualifications for the four-square life? No 
instructed. Mason would have any hesitation 
im answering that the first reqtisite for a 
man who. aspired to enter the Masonic Order 
was a faith in God. They, who were members 
of the Order, knew full well that one of the 
first declarations they had to make was a 
declaration of their belief and trust . 
Almighty God. Some of them had advan 
further in Masonic lore, and had, in thé’ 
higher orders, professed their faith in G 
through Jesus Christ, and had yelwed stead- 
fastly to defend the Christian faith. | 


“MALICIOUS AND FALSE’? 


“And here,” said Canon Hughes, “' let 
me pause to notice how malicious and how 
uncharitable, as well as how utterly false, is 
the accusatioa that the Masonic Order: is an 
irreligious ‘institution. I hope our presence 
here in such large numbers, at the. cordial 
invitation of the Dean of this Cathédral and 
House of God; is sufficient evidence titat the 
charge is false, and that faith in God has 
shown itself in the lives of our membeérs. 

“In the recent history of our country the 
members of the Masonic Order were foremost 
in their loyalty to the Government of the 
State, in discountenancing :disorder and anti- 
social ‘action, and in their efforts to promote 
a spirit of civil and religious liberty of all 
citizens.’’ ' 

Indeed,’ he proceeded, the public, acts of 
the Masonic body bore abundant testimony 
to the fact that their institution prohibited 
absolutely all political movements; and had 
purged itself from all connection with any 
so-called body of Freemasons who had cast 
off belief in Almighty God. There never 
had been a time since the revival of Free- 
masonry when a belief in God as a super- 
intending Power did not form a part of the 


system. 
THE GRAND ORIENT 
On 10th September, 1877, the Grand Orient 


of France resolved to alter their articles of 
Masonic .constitution. ‘Those articles were— 
first, a belief in God ;. secondly, a belief in 
the immortality of the soul, and, thirdly, a 
belief in the solidarity of humanity. _Two- 
thirds of the existing Jodges o France 
altered. those articles so as to read: “Its 
hasis is absolute liberty of conscienee, and 
the solidarity of mankind.” — Accordingly, 
from that date the who'e of the French 
ritual was changed, and all allusion to the 
Great Architect of the Universe was 
expunged, 

Until that date French Freemasons had 
been. received and welcomed in the English 
and Irish lodges, but when that alteration 
was. made the lodges working under the 
English constitution immediately repudiated 
the Gyand Orient of France, He was glad

There were now 225 annuitants, the 
brethren receiving £36 and the widows 
per annum. To mark the fiftieth year of the 
fund a Golden Jubilee Fund was originated 
that year, and a sum of over £4,000 had been 
subscribed, It was hoped that the annuitants 
from that fund would receive £50 per annum.

LECTURE BY MR. ARNOLD 
LUNN 


A lecture on “ The Catholic in the Modern 
World ” will be given in the Gaiety Theatre 
Dublin, on Sunday, April 25, by Mr. Arnold

1. Mr. Lunn’s enthusiasm for ski-ing has led 
in great measure to ita development to its 
present level, and he has published a number 
“of books on. the spot. He also wrote a 
number of novels before embarking’ on 


| religious subjects, and before being received 
into the Cat 


ic religion by Father Ronald 
Knox he had strongly defended Christianity. 


Binee then he has contributed largely to 
Catholic papers and periodicals, : 


Surely everyone can see the advantage of 
the schools having a break from 12.20 to 2 
p-m., so that the children can get a proper 
mid-day meal and fresh air, Can anyone tell 
me the disadvantage of this, or the advantage 
of the present way of starving the children! 

In so many reforms, “‘ vested interests ”’ 
have to be overcome, and in this case I think 
the vested interests are the school teachers 
and managers of the schools; who are too lazy 
to stir in the matter. They prefer to let the 
children starve in order that they may finish 
their day an hour earlier. . 

I am interested in the matter as the father 
of two young children. Rather than let 
them suffer by going without their mid-day 
meal I moved to a house close to the schools, 
but not everyone is able to do this. 

I have discussed the matter with’ numerous 
people during the last year or so, and am 
astounded at their apathy. When I asked 
the views of a master of one of the biggest 
Dublin colleges he said: ‘‘Our type of boy 
is used to late dinner,” What boy of 10 to 
14 years wants late dinner? 

Every time your readers see children walking 
home from school in the late afternoon let 
them pause and think that the ‘poor I¢tle 
mites have had nothing to eat except a piece 
of bread and butter, eaten hurriedly, since 
their breakfast,which was also probably eaten 
hurriedly, at about 8 a.m. 

I wish the “Irish Save the Children 
Fund ” every success in their effort to secure 
a longer lunch interval for the children.—

SHAKESPEARE AND THE 
FILM

Sim,—To me there is something definitely 
incongruous about the filming of such a play 
as “ As You Like It.’’ I feel that such re- 
presentation of Shakespeare will never be a 
success. 

There is too much insistence on the 
unessential—as it were—in the play. 1 
think that switching from one character to 
another—so that at times one only is visible 
to the audience—is not correct; this is film 
technigue. To my mind the whole scene 
should be visible, as, of course, it would be 
in the theatre. I also think that the pastoral 
scenes were overdone; after all, Shakespeare 
does not lay such stress on these, as portrayed 
in the film. Elizabeth Bergener as Rosalind 
was good, but in her more excited moods 
might, perhaps, be said to have exaggerated 
things somewhat. Her voice was not too 
distinct and the slight suggestion of foreign 
accent did not help matters. Shakespeare, 
undoubtedly, requires the clearest enunciation, 
After all is said and done, we cannot get 
away from the fact that ‘‘the play’s the 
thing.” Trying to express one medium in 
terms of another will never be a success.—

VANDALISM IN KERRY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin.—In your issue of to-day I find a 
présis of some remarks which I made at a 
recent meeting of the Cork Historical and 
Archeological Society in the course of a 
very brief report on Kerry activities. It 


| may be of interest to those of your readers 


who may be connected with ‘‘ The Kingdom "’ 
to hear, briefly, what has been happening. 

For many years the destruction of our local 
historic monuments- has been a source of 
personal regret to me. Upon my recent 
retirement, [ set to work to try and raise 
local opinion against such vandalism. I 
degided to try and interest the farmer rather 
than the antiquarian, for, without the support 
of the former, all effort seemed to be waste 
of time. [ decided that the identification and 
indexing of every known monument, though a 
tremendous task. must be. my first aim. 

Thanks to the space most ‘generously 
afforded. me by our leading weekly paper, 
The Kerryman, and to the help I received 
from both the National ‘Museum and Cork 
University, the results have been beyond my 
wildest hopes.

CINEMA AND NATION 


To THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Father Devane’s letter in your issue 
of the 9th. inst. has emphasised the rowing 
need for some sort of constructive Gort in 
Ireland in tackling the problem of the cinema, 
and there must be many with him.in his 
demand for an inquiry into the whole working 
of the machinery of the film industry in 
Ireland. At the moment the majority of the 
bu shown here are of a standardised 
quality, a quality, moreover, alien in spirit 
to the eee of this nation. In the days 
of the silent films a substantial leavening of 
the American product with the best work of 
other countries, such as France, Italy and 
Germany, lessened the effect of the machine 
spirit urthe cinema. Even then the American 
films possessed a vital, if naive, spirit which 
they have since lost as a result of the talkie 
and its tendency towards a bastardised inter- 
national type of film. This monopoly of 
standard entertainment must have a Rien: 
stating effect on the natic: al morale. 

There need be no ques‘ on of the bannin 
of American films, but at least we shoul 
be assured that the best type of such pro- 
ducts will come in here in preference to the 
worst; also that the véry best work of the 
Continent should be available for Irish film- 

rs. I mention ‘‘ Golgotha,’’ “Die Ewige 

faske,’’ ‘‘ Maedchen in Uniform,” “ Reka,’’ 
“Green Pastures,” ‘A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” “‘The Road to Life,” and ‘ Ker- 
mésse Heroique,” as well as the English 
documentary films of the Grierson and Rotha 

roups, and the films of the Germans, Dr. 

auffman, Ruttman and Wilfried Basse. 

The position of the child and the cinema 
is one that needs consideration, too. At 
the present moment the censorship is possibly 
considerably tighter because no special pro- 
vision is made for the child audience, and 
excellent films which might otherwise be

another problem needing immediate atten- 
tion. Whereas the points of ‘securing 
legitimate variety of programme and the 
catering for the child audience can be met 
by films already in existence, the problem of 
Gaelic involves the technical development of 
a Gaelic cinema. The. production of Irish 
films is a similar problem. 

A thorough investigation into this question 
of the cinema is an urgent need. his in- 
vestigation necessitates the creation of a repre- 
sentative body of laymen, working in close 
association with the people, whose main in- 
terest is the cinema or who are actually 
engaged in film work—production, distriba- 
tion and exhibition. 

Other countries have appreciated the part 
played in their national life by the cinema 
and have taken action. To counteract the 
machine attack of Hollywood there are insti- 
tutes, societies, repertory cinemas, etc. 

If it is pointed out that there are 18| 
million admissions to cinemas in the Saorstat 
in the year, representing six visits per annum 
for every man, woman and child, and if about 
£200,000 is paid annually in film rental to 
other countries, can we any longer allow the 
cinema to be, as it is in Ireland, nobody's

HOUSING 


TO THE RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—During the debate in the Dail on 
Thursday last reference, was made to the 
following matters inf connection with the con- 
trol of Government housing schemes :— 
Existence of serious defects in housing con- 
struction; lack of competent supervision ; 
responsible officers seeming to take absolutely 
no care in their work and having: no proper 
notion of their responsibility; shortage. o 
engineers. It is unfair to ey. that such 
officials are to blame without making it clear 
that the training of the majority of them 
does not qualify them for the work they are 
doing. It is a fact that at least. 90 per cent. 
of the technical work of housing devolves 
upou people with vither no qualification what- 
soever or with ah engineering qualification 
only. ‘Our Government departments recognise 
that in the desiga and a vision of hospitals 
and schools the services of a properly ualified 
architect are essential. The design. and super- 
vision of housing is of to Jess importance; 
is no less complex, and, in fact, makes. just as 
great a demand zs ny branch of architecture 
on an architect's knowledge and experience. 
It should be quite clear that, in this matter 
of housing, questions of the incompetence ol 
unqualified officials or the shortage . of 
engineers does not arise. It is not possible to 
remedy the unsatisfactory state of affairs at 
present existing until housing is under the 
control of qualified architects, namely, 
possessors of a degree in architecture or 
members of either the Royal Institute of the 
Architects of Ireland or the Royal Institute 
of British Architezts.—Yours, etc.,

The first public Symphony Concert under 
the auspices of the Broadcasting Ser- 
vice of the Irish Free State, given 
at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last 
night, with Sir Adrian Boult, Music 
Director of the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, as guest conductor, was in every re- 
spect a brilliant success.

POPULAR APPEAL 


As to how last night’s programme appealed 
to the ordinary man one could not venture te 
say. For the music lover the Elgar Concerto 
and the Brahms No. 2 were, no doubt, meaty 
fare, but it is very debatable whether the 
are the type of works that make for popular 
appeal. For these earlier concerts some 
of: the better known Symphonies, the 
Fifth of Beethoven, of Tschaikovski, 
or something as transparent as Haydn's

was. nothing to cavil at in the programme, 
which opened with the breezy overture from 
Mozart’s “TI Seraglio,” and was notable for 
some very delicate play in the violins and 
woodwind.

It is not 
said by me that there is a considerable 
amount of dirty work in the matter of 
book reviews, because I am too far from 
the Seat of operations to venture an 
opinion; but this is just what I have 
heard. 


Simple Enough 


Reciprocity—if I'm not swinging you 
too far out of your depth—is the word. 
Authors and reviewers are alleged to be 
strongly reciprocal. We have two men— 
A and B—and that’s simple enough for 
anybody. A has written a book, and his 
book is reviewed by B. B says that A's 
book has powerful characterisation, acute 
observation, welling sympathy, mellow 
humour, continual beauty, rich satire, 
pungent commentary, and form; and that 
it should find a place on the bookshelves 
of all lovers of great literature. B thinks 
that A’s book is just the usual drivel 
that you get from A; but B’s public 
judgment is qualified by the two facts that 
B is about to produce a new volume him- 
self, and that A has been roped in to 
review it. You see what I mean about 
reciprocity. 


Cool nesses 


Very probably I am doing the majority 
of men of letters an injustice, and an 
injustice which they may resent with great 
cries of rage. To them I apologise; but 
I do not think they will deny that 
reciprocity on occasion is to be found. 
There have been coolnesses between certain 
writers immediately subsequent to the 
publication and the reviewing of certain 
beoks; coolnesses which only could be 
asctibed to a break-down in the reciprocal 
machinery. (That's a grand word— 
reciprocitv—you can use it with both 
hands.) But do not get the idea that I 
am condemning the pleasant practice. 1t 
makes the production of great literature a 
less thankless task; and in any case the 
practice was being pursued four centuries 
ago. If it was good enough for Ben 
Jonson it’s good enough for us—and it 
certainly was good enough for Ben Jonson. 

In 1598 Mr. Jonson produced a play 
bv the name of ‘‘Fverv Man in his 
Humovr.’’ Mr. Jonson thought it was a 
good play, and there 1s a strong supposi- 
tion that he impressed this opinion vnon 
another gentleman, by the name of Mr. 
Gabriel Spencer. I do not know for cer- 
tain, but it seems that this Mr. Spencer 
was in the habit of issuing pamnhlets by 
wav of criticism of cecnrrent literature. 
Prior to the first nicht of “Every Man 
in his Humour’? Mr. Jenson and Mr. 
Spencer got good and reciprocal over the 
cauestion of theatre notices, but. as some- 
times happens, Mr. Snencer forgot, or 
overlooked, the understanding, and said 
that ‘‘Every Man in his Humour’’ was 
just awful. Mr. Jonson collected a 
rapier, and stuck it with instantaneously 
fatal effect into Mr. Spencer,

Spencer; and they sentenced him to be 
branded with the letter T. It was the 
custom in such cases to brand the letter 
T on the left thumb of a prisoner, and 
thus indicate that he had escaped hang- 
ing at Tyburn. 

Mr. Jonson was in something of a state. 
Such a branding would prove both painful 
and unsightly.

Inertia 


Mr. Ernest Newman has said: ‘‘ Musical 
and literary criticism will before long 
either have to give good reasons for their 
existence or find themselves ignored by the 
sensible public.”

We 

have detective-story writers to satisfy our 

craze for excitement. We have God. 

profiteers, whose cheap symbolisms and 

catch-creeds are plausible enough to allay 

our fears that this is a godless generation. 

We have Mr. Walpole to lend an old-world 

quaintness and Mr. Priestley to assure us 
that every cloud has a silver lining. But 
they are the exploiters of an age, and/ 
their vogue will last just as long as it 
takes us to come to our senses. This is not 
literature: it is business. It is art com- 
mercialised. Let us once and for all make 
that distinction. Let us print their works 
on pianola rolls. Let us sell their novels 
by the pound. 


A Beautiful Irrelevancy 


And the talent that there is, let us not 
delude ourselves that it is genius. Let us 
not be always kind and sympathetic and 
understanding. Let us not make of litera- 
ture and the drama, a protected industry 
—for that would mean its transition to 
nothingness. Let us persecute the cant, 
the fastidiousness, the mental dishonesty 
—those false shames that are obtructing 
and inhibiting our creative writers from 
the start. Let us re-apply the stimulus 
of an Edinburgh Review, Let us demand, 
first and foremost, of our artists, that they 
face life. For art is the responsibility of 
one life to all life—not an individual pre- 
judice. Art is the energy of one life 
working through all life—not an exercise 
in consciousness. If it lack the dynamic 
of that energy and the urgency of that 
responsibility, it is a beautiful irrelev- 
ancy. Art is trend, and not end. It is 
in the question, not the answer. And the 
force of that question only can make it 
live.

ROM a man who has been, like Mr. 
Thomas, one of the outstanding 
figures in the political and industrial life 
of contemporary England, the reader would 
expect a book of first-class importance and 
interest. “ My Story ” is not that book. 
In the strict sense it is not an auto- 
biography, and on many issues in which 
its author was deeply concerned it is 
ee ag reticent. 
or this Mr. Thomas is not, perhaps, 
altogether to blame. Unlike some of his 
colleagues, he has not the gift of the pen, 
and it would be unfair to judge this volume 
in the way a more ambitious and formal 
autobiography should be judged. ‘‘ My 
Story ” is rather Mr. Thomas, railway- 
men’s leader and Minister: of the Crown, 
in reminiscen. mood, It is not the public 
man making his apologia, or throwing the 
ight of intimate knowledge upon affairs 
of historical importance. It is Mr. 
Thomas in an easy chair, recalling, as_it 
were, incidents in his career for the benefit 
of his family and friends, but keeping his 
eye upon the newspapers at the same time. 
If tried by no higher standard than that, 
it can be truthfully said that “ My Story ”’ 
is worth reading, and that in parts it is 
worth more than cursory perusal.

A Unique Position 


Curiously enough, the greater number of 
these pages deal with political affairs 
and persons. Yet it was not as a 
politician, but as a trade union leader, 
that Mr. Thomas showed any of the 
elements of greatness. As leader and 
spokesman of the British railwaymen he 
occupied a position unique in the history 
of industrial Britain. In the National 
Union of Railwaymen he wielded a power 
and authority enjoyed by no. other leader 
in any trade union organisation. This 
influence he exercised to the fullest extent 
in both politics and industry, and as long 
as he held it his public position was 
assured and unchallengeable. When it 
slipped from him his end as a public 
man was not far off. 


The General Strike 


How able and successful Mr. Thomas 
could be in handling a grave industrial 
crisis is to be seen here in his account of 
the general strike of 1926. Within a few 
weeks of the ccnclusion of the strike Mr. 
Thomas was called upon to give an account 
of his stewardship to the annual conference 
of the N.U.R. The meeting was held in 
camera, and to it Mr. Thomas offered, in 
a lengthy address a defence printed here 
verbatim for the first time. This shows 
Mr. Thomas at his best, a master of all 
the arts essential for the leadership of 
men. : 

Two extracts from his speech will illus 
trate his methods, 

Justifying himself he said: “ I have no 
regrets. If I made a mistake, it was a 
mistake that some would have me think 
I made. But I do not think I made a 
mistake. It is alleged that having battled 
for peace, and having failed, having raid 
what my views of the general strike were, 
knowing inevitably what would happen, 
I at least ought to have chucked it up. 
Wall, I hope I haye never been a coward. 
and if I had chucked it up, it is a foolish 

erson who would assume that that would 
1ave stopped the strike. It could not have 
stopped the strike. It had gone too far for 
that. But what I did do was to try to 
make the best of it, to find an honourable 
settlement, to save as much from an inevit- 
able wreck as could be done. That I did. 
I have no regrets with regard to it. 1 
never lost sight of the interests of the 
railwaymen during it, and certainly not in 
the settlement. But if-in your judgment, 
or in the judgment of those you represent, 
it is believed that my action injured their 
cause, I am quite prepared to accept their 
verdict. ”’

Delivering a knock-out blow to an

MERSON declared that “the end of 
the human race will be that it will 
eventually die of civilisation.’’ Sir Josiah 
Stamp is not so pessimistic, but he gives 
reason to regard Emerson’s prediction as 
at least possible.

(1) Great elasticity of demand for the 
old commodities at reduced prices—food 
and staple household necessities. 

(2) Rapid introduction of new things. 

(5) The rise in population created by 
the increase in produce. 

(4) Overseas outlets in more backward 
industrial countries. 


These four factors are changed. Overs 
seas outlets are closing. .Population is not 
increasing to consume the.increased out- 
put. Moreover, the proportion of old 
people is growing, that of young people 
dwindling, so that society is losing enter- 
prise. When he lectured in this strain; 
Sir Josiah was reported as demanding. a 
““ close season ’’ on invention—a stoppage 
of innovation, lest inventors kill mankind. 
He denies that he intended this, but 
writes: 

“The remark most frequentiy addresesd 
to me is: “ You have indicated what is 
wrong, but you have not told us what to 
do about it. What would you propose 
to do if you had the power?” My 
answer is simply: “ I do not know.” 

That is not very helpful. However, a 
number of lines of research are proposed, 
which amount to a sort of world-wide 
‘‘ rationalisation.’’ Some critics will say 
that Sir Josiah’s analysis and his im- 
potence both come from a purely material 
view of the social being. No account is 
taken of those spiritual bai which, good 
and ill, shape history.

authority ““ where no counsel 
is, the people fall; but in the multi- 
tude of counsellors there is safety.’’

No doubt you have received much 
counsel sinca you returned from your 
cruise in the Pacific. That is to be ex- 
pected, for much has happened since you 
went away, while some of those difficulties 
which I mentioned in a former letter are 
still pressing heavily on Northern 
Ireland. 


THE COPING STONE 


Before I deal with these matters, how- 
ever, I would like to join with your many 
political friends and opponents in express 
ing the pleasure it gave them to learn 
that your health has been greatly im- 
proved by your holiday, and that you are 
looking forward to some years of useful 
service to Northern Ireland. That is well, 
for I do not think you have yet placed the 
coping stone upon the edifice which you 
have been largely instrumental in raising 
in Northern Ireland, and, what is more, I 
do not think there is anyone better 
qualified to do so than yourself. 

That “ coping stone ” might aptly be 
described as security—greater justice and 
security financially for Northern Ireland 
and its people and _ greater political 
security in the future by the elimination 
of causes for friction. As a publicist | 
come in touch with opinion in all sections 
of the community, and know something of 
current desires and aspirations. Over and 
above all policies, political and otherwise, 
is a desire for security and fair-play, a 
more equitable share in the benefits of 
the United Kingdom, better standards of 
living, more industries and less unem- 
ployment. In achieving these aims you will 
be well advised to call to your aid all who 
genuinely wish to help forward the pro- 
gress of the province, particularly those 
who are in agreement upon the funda- 
mentals and essentials. 


MEMORABLE OCCASION 


I well remember the public meeting at 
which you took over the leadership of the 
Ulster people from the late Lord Carson. 
It was stated at that meeting--I believe 
by Lord Carson—that you and he in the 
early days of the Ulster movement made 
a pact that you would allow none to use 
Ulster for their own advantage; but that 
you would use everyone for the advantage 
of Ulster. That is an admirable senti- 
ment, and I believe it is still your 
guiding principle, Some of your over- 
zealous supporters, I am afraid, do not re- 
cognise its wisdom. They are apt to 
initiate ‘“‘heresy hunts” against those 
who are even more genuinely Unionist 
than they are, in order to “‘drumhead 
courtmartial,”’ and ___ stigmatise as 
‘‘ traitors’’. those who do not conform tv 
their conception of the words “‘Unionism’’ 
and “' Unity.” 

Foolishly they are creating dissatisfac- 
tion and manufacturing “ Independents ” 
by the score. While you are at the wheel 
they believe this can be done with im- 
punity; but, should you relinquish that 
position in the not distant future, such a 
mass of dissension will have been created 
that it will hold within itself grave danger 
for the future of Northern Ireland and the 
edifice which you and others have built. 
Instead of welcoming suggestions for 
creating employment and securing ‘‘ jus- 
tice for Ulster ” within the United King: 
dom those with a merely partisan outlook 
resent the suggestions, and, in doing so, 

they are hampering “' Ulster” by not 
utilising all who wish to help, and who 
can do something to advance the interest 
of the Northern Province. 


BIG ACHIEVEMENTS 


In your absence a short speech was 
made in the Northern Parliament by the 
Minister of Commerce, in which he re- 
ferred to the tact, patience and courtesy 
which you had always displayed as 
Leader of the House to political opponents 
and supporters alike. That is perfectly 
true. In this regard you have certainly 
acted in the best Parliamentary tradition. 
You displayed the same patience and 
tact in smoothing out the difficulties 
which arose over the Education Act, with 
the assistance of that experienced con- 
ciliator in the industrial field, the 
Minister of Labour. To-day there is 
genuine anxiety amongst a growing 
population in Northern Ireland in regard 
to the treatment which they are receiving 
in the United Kingdom, particularly in 
reference to employment and the alloca- 
tion of the ievenue in the common 
exchequer. The Ulster Unionist Council 
has issued a review of the work of the 
Government for the past seventeen years. 
No one can deny that it is a record of 
big achievements, but many hold that it 
is not as good a record as it might be. 
There is little use making comparisons 
of Northern Ireland’s external trade with 
that of other countries when conditions 
are different, and other countries are 
exporting primary commodities and not 
exporting manufactured goods, the raw 
materials for which, to the extent. of 
millions of pounds, have to be imported. 
Nor is it advantageous stressing 
‘‘ prosperity in Ulster’’ when there is an 
excess unemployment of between 70,000 
and 30,000 and the United Kingdom 
Exchequer has to come to the assistance 
of the Northern Ireland Unemployment 
Equalisation Fund to the extent of over 
a million sterling, proving that, if 
Northern Ireland is prosperous, it is 
much less prosperous comparatively on 
a population. basis than the rest of the 
United Kingdom. Indeed, Northern he- 
land has been declared to possess a 
greater rate of unemployment than any 
aren in Great Britain, except South 
Wales. Yet millions of pounds are being 
distributed out of the common exchequer 
to give employment in distressed and 
necessitous areas in Great Britain, with- 
out any adequate equivalents coming to 
Northern Ireland.

Instead of maintaini a pretence of 
abounding prosperity, Northern Ireland, 
with its high rate of unemployment, 
should have Seen amongst the first to get 
more work. It has not only every right 
to it as part of the United Kingdom, but 


tributing more work and new factories 
over Northern Ireland, sites can be ob- 
tained away from the air raid “ surprise 
areas,” and, also, by increasing employ- 
ment in Northern Ireland, the Exchequer 
of the United Kingdom can be relieved 
of some of that million pounds sterling 
now paid to the Northern Ireland Un- 
employment Equalisation Fund. 


FINANCIAL ADJUSTMENTS 


I do not wish to stress on this occasion 
the importance of a financial adjustment 
with Great Britain that will give equality 
to Northern Ireland in the United King- 
dom. I have done so on many former 
occasions, buat in view of portentous 
statements which have been made about 
the danger, or assumed danger, of inter- 
fering with the Government of Ireland 
Act finances, I would like again to 
emphasise that there is nothing “‘static’’ 
about the finances of that Act. . You, my 
lord, will remember—indeed, no one 
better—how the fixed Imperial Contribu- 
tion of nearly eight million sterling had 
to be adjusted. Subsequently two re- 
insurance agreements had to be eritered 
into to keep the Unemployment Funds 
in a state of parity and to prevent either 
a collapse of the financial position in 
Northern Ireland or a drastic reduction 
in the social services. These ‘adjust- 
ments’’ did not endanger the main prin- 
ciples of the Government of Ireland Act, 
but were in harmony with that measure, 
which is regarded as essential to the 
security of Northern Ireland. 

Other adjustments which would give 
Northern Ireland a full measure of 
equality in the United Kingdom and 
enable it to draw equal benefits from 
the common Exchequer when  seven- 
eighths of its revenue is levied at West- 
minster are not beyond the wit of man 
to design. Such a unity scheme need not 
interfere with the Government of Ireland 
Act. Yet it could remove the danger 
which is constantly before Northern Ire- 
land financially that fluctuations in the 
rat of unemployment in both countries 
can either unbalance the Budget or call 
for greater burdens being placed upon 
the ratepayers and taxpayers of Northern 
Ireland. That is a problem which you, 
as Prime Minister, and the Cabinet have 
yes to solve, and until it is solved the 
edifi of Northern Ireland has not re- 
eeived its coping-stone. The fact that 
all Northern Ireland's surplus revenue 
yoexs to the common Exchequer at West- 
minster—and £26,000,000 has gone in the 
last sixteen years—yet Northern Ireland 
must make good any deficits, is, to put 
it frankly, not good enough for the 
Ulster people. af 


POLITICAL OUTLOOK 


There are two other matters which it 
is necessary to mention in any considera 
tior of the political outlook in Northern 
Ireland. One is the necessity of encourag- 
ing young men of ability to come forward 
and take their share in the future manage- 
ment of Northern Ireland. There must 
be a couple of dozen young men of educa- 
tion, ability and financial resources who 
could usefully enter political life; but, 
with the exception of Captain Maynard 
Sinclair, none are showing a desire to 
do so. Is it for lack of encouragement 
from the older men! If so, that is a 
matter which you, as leader of the party, 
should investigate and rectify as soon as 
pessible. . 

Another matter is the way in which 
Unionist control is exercised in the Bel- 
fast Corporation. Leading business men 
in Belfast are, not coming forward to 
serve in the Corporation, and those who 
do get out as quickly as possible. Is this 
due to the ‘‘Tammany Boss’’ methods 
and the general “ dragooning’’ of mem- 
bers and the suppression of individual 
viewpoints. There was an angry scene at 
the last monthly meeting of the Corpora- 
tion, when Councillor Cochrane, the 
chairman of the Tuberculosis Committee, 
who is doing one man’s part ix helping 
forward a progressive policy for the 
amcloriation of suffering, threw a flood of 
light upon City Hall methods. Belfast 
represents one-half of Northern Ireland, 
and ‘‘ Official Unionism ” is being judged 
by the actions of its representatives in 
that body. A greater spirit cf concilia- 
tion and co-operation is needed here, and 
as head of the party you could exercise 
a beneficial influence to that end. In 
London and other large cities in Great 
Britain municipal policy, and th» methods 
of its operation, is the serious concern of 
the official Unionist Party.

RISH bacon reaches its peak price in the 

| Free State since the war years to-day, 

when an advance by 4s. per cwt., pangs 

the top price to the hitherto unequalled lev 
of 135s. per cwt. was brought into operation. 
_ This latest advance in price, one of a 
series that has taken place since Christmas 
last, was notified to the trade by the whole- 
sale bacon factors on Saturday. 

The price of Irish bacon is now about 2d. 
per lb. generally in advance of the London 
and Northern Ireland prices. 

On the London market last week Irish Free 
State bacon was quoted at from 90s, to 96s. 
per cwt., Danish bacon at 95s., and Swedish 
i bacon about 90s. 


SCARCITY OF SUPPLY 


| Coincident with the advance in. price, 
‘Dublin, at present, is experiencing a keen 
scarcity of supply, and on Saturday a number 
of prominent Dublin firms were unable to 
supply some of the principal brands, and 
shopkeepé@rs had perforce to accept what they 
could get on the understanding that the 
bacon required probably would be available 
during the week. 

Within the trade, as well as outside it,. 
the situation during the week-end caused some 
surprise and gave rise to dissatisfaction. 

A number of factors, but one principally, 
an drish Times reporter was informed, have 
helped to raise the price in the Free State. 
In relation to the present increase, the main 
cause is stated to be the system under which 
the marketing of pigs is regulated by the Pigs 
Marketing Board, and by which a smortage, 
which is both temporary and artificial, has 
been created. 


LESS PIG-REARING 


In the bacon trade generally, however, 
world prices have shown a tendency to in- 
crease owing to the boom in _ industrialisa- 
tion, bringing with it higher wages and a 
greater dritt of rural population to the cities 
and towns, and also to the lack of feeding 
stuffs which, in this country, is a sequel to 
improved prospects in the wheat and beet 
markets and guaranteed prices for such crops, 
Undoubtedly the guaranteed price schemes 
for certain crops have Jed to a falling off, in 
the pig supplies, the farmer preferring to take 
the surer and less troublesome path provided 
by the guarantee. 


RESTRICTED KILLINGS 


Discussing the situation in the Free State 
bacon trade, Mr. D. G. Findlater, of the well- 
known firm, Messrs. A. Findlater and Co.. 
Dublin, stated that under the system adopted 
by the Pigs Marketing Board the number of 
pigs that curers are allowed to kill and cure 
each month is restricted with the object of 


circumstances that would secure him a better 
price, What happened, however, was that 
during the first ‘three weeks of each month 
the curers cured what they wanted and placed 
it on the market as it was required. Should 
the demand during that period be good a 
shortage in the last week of the month was 
automatic and the price went up at once. 

“ Pigs are fairly short in the country now, ' 
he said, “and the price has been going up 
so steadily since Christmas that we have 
reached a stage where, with the ctrers and 
wholesalers selling only on a ready cash basis, 
some of the smaller shops have gone com- 
pletely out of the trade, being unable to 
finance it at the high prices. It is a purely 
artificial shortage, brought about by Govern- 
ment intervention, and if the market was 
again left open the price of pigs would fall 
in a very short time. 


WHOLESALERS’ POSITION 


“- No doubt. the Free State farmer is get. 
ting a"better price for his bacon; he is re- 
céiving more than the farmer in England 
producing the same quality. But, at the 
same time, the system is such that the 
curers are making definitely an absurdly 
high profit. The “original object was to 
give the farmer a higher price for his pigs, 
but the scheme will defeat its own end if 
measures are not introduced to rectify the 
position. It would be much better for the 
producer if, instead of being confined to a 
small number of profitable pigs, on each of 
which the price to the consumer is automati- 
cally raised by 20s, per cwt. owing to the 
payment of £1 per pig required under the 
scheme, he were allowed to raise as many 
pigs as he liked, and sell without limit at 
a lower price.” 

Mr. Findlater added that the person who 
fared worst out. of the present position was 
the wholesaler, who was making nothing. 
His importance in the trade was being en- 
tirely overlooked or ignored, and, while he 
was absolutely essential to proper distribu- 
tion in the trade, he was virtually being 
put out oí business.

HE attitude of the Ministry for Finance 
te towards the demand by civil servants 

for arbitration within the service was 
severely criticised by speakers at the firs: 
dinner of the Civil Service Alliance, which 
was held in the Metropole Restaurant, Dublin, 
last Saturday — 

Mr. T. J. Hughes, president of the alliance, 
presided over a large gathering.  , ES 

Proposing the toast of the Civil Hervica 
Alliance,” Mr. Luke J. Duffy, secretary of 
the Labour Party, said that in creating all 
the different grades that there were in the 
Civil Service the Minister for Finance had 4 
motive of his own. He might say. in justice 
to the Minister. that primarily that motive 
Was economy ; but when they talked about 
economy in the Civil Service they meant low 
wages. 

In the main, civil servants were the most 
competent body of people for their job they 
had in this country, and if civil servants had 
not achieved for themselves what other sec- 
tions of the community had achieved they 
must blame, not the community, but them 
selves ' 

The attitude that the Minister for Finance 
and his predecessor had taken up on the civil 
servants’ demand for arbitration within this 
service was, said Mr. Duffy, a most out. 
rageous attitude. The Minister first said that 
he would decide what questions would Ie 
referred to arbifration; secondly, he woul 
deciae wno the arbitrators were to be; and, 
thirdly, he would decide whether or not he 
would accept their verdict. That was cor 
arbitration at all. Civil servants were en- 
titled to have their disputes referred to an 
independent arbitrator, whose decision should 
be final and binding on both parties. 

Mr. A. Heron, secretary of the Alliance, 
responding, said that the Alliance had come 
about as a result of the completely reaction- 
ary attitude and policy of two successive 
Ministers for Finance, and because no sing): 
organisation in the service had succeeded jy 
getting a square deal for its members, 
Rc test that might be applied to avcountry’s 
standard of civilisation was the way in which 
the State treated 1ts own immediate employes, 
and, judged by that test, their State was 
very far down the scale 
. Civil Service organisations were denied the 
right of employing independent outside offi- 
cials who could state their case and who 
were not under the direct control of the 
Department of Finance. Mr. de Valera hai 
in 1952 given a promise to the civil service 
that, if his party wag returned to power, 
they. would provide an Arbitration Board and 
conciliation machimery for the service. After 
being in power for many years all that thai 
party had produced was a draft scheme oi 
what the Government called arbitration, and 
the civil service organisations, without ex- 
‘ception. had rejected that scheme, under 
which the Minister exercised a prior veto, 
received a confidential report a exercised 
an ultimate veto. 


AN OUTSIDE TRIBUNAL 


The civil service organisations had taken 
up the position that the present Govern- 
ment had promised the service an Art‘iration 
Board and arbitration machinery, and that 
the service would accept arbitration when it 
got it, but that the thing now offered to them 
was not-arbitration machinery. 

They were, he said, prepared to accept the 
over-riding authority of the democratically 
elected Parliament of the country, but they 
were not prepared to accept a position in which 
the Minister could, first of all, veto any clarm 
made, and ultimately decide whether he would 
put into effect the award made by the arbitra- 
tion tribunal. ee 

Mr. W. Norton, T.D., who also responded, 
said that the alliance represented 90 per cent. 
of the Civil Service, ‘They were only asking 
the President of the Execitive Council to 
fall the promise he made in 1932, to esablish 
an arbitration board for the Civil Service, 


A PERMANENT VETO 


The demand of the Civil Service was met 
by the offer to establish a piece of machinery 
which gave the Minister for Finance a per- 
manent veto over the awards arrived at by 
the Board of Arbitration offered to thie 
Service. ‘Lhe attitude adopted that the 
Service could only be represented before the 
Board by a permanent full-time officer was a 
(hsgraceful piece of tyranny, and it passed 
his comprehension that Fresident de Gales 
could stand over it. ‘Che President new ‘told 
them that there were certain constitutional 
differences now in the way of granting the 
Civil Service arbitration, which did not exist 
in 1932, hut they had not been able to get 
the Government to explain what difficulty 
had been experienced m offering the Civil 
Service a geuuine form of arbitration. 

Proposing the toast of the guests, the 
President said that it was not far short of the 
truth to say that the Civil Service was thie 
last stronghold in an Saorstat of that short- 
sighted mentality on the part of the e::ployer 
whieh denied to. workers an equitable means 
‘to have their conditions of employment 
decided. ‘Ihe concession of elementary tights, 
stili refused to civil servants, had been 
accompanied in the case of other occupations 
by a growth of more cordial relations between 
employer and employed and consequent 
smoother working. ‘I'he present strained 
relations between those in control of the Vivi! 
Service and the Servica staff organisations 
was detrimental te efficiency, and contained 
a threat to the maintenance of the splendid 
traditions of which this country had every 
reason to be proud, te 


TOO MANY UNIONS 


Mr. E. Lynch, Secretary, Trades Union 
Congress, responding, said that civil servants 
would find that, as they now had unified 
their efforts and co-ordinated them throug! 
that alliance, greater success than ever before 
would attend their efforts. 

Recently the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce had-been unbosoming himself in 
regard to trades unionism in this country, 
and considered that there were too many 
trades unions in the country. Every trades 
union official would subscribe to that, but 
some of them were wondering whether the 
Minister ,was just expressing an abstract view- 
point about trades unionism or contemplat- 
ing some. State action in ‘relation to it. If 
the Minister was contemplating State action 
in relation to it he suggested that the Minis- 
ter would -be well pdiioed to walk warily. 
Efforts made on the Continent to co-ordinate 
trades unionism by State action had resulted 
in. trades unions being driven out of 
existence, and if the Minister contem- 
plated doing in this country what had been 
done in Germany and Italy, he would he 
up against greater difficulties than he appre- 
ciated at the moment. It would be far better 
to allow the unions to co-ordinate themselves. 
The freedom which trades unionism had won 
would not be let out of their hands easily 
or lightly

The position of the cinema in Ireland 
was discussed by Mr. Liam O Laoghaire 
In a paper which he read to the 
members of the Irish Film Society in the 
Peacock Theatre, Dublin, last night. 

He commented on the change brought about 
by the monoply secured in this country by 
American and English films. Prior to the 
coming of the talking pictures, most of the 
masterpieces of different countries were shown 
in Ireland. They were not to be seen here 
now, he said.. The present-day ‘‘ talkies” of 
America and Britain were of little cultural 
or artistic worth, and often were not even 
entertaining. The whole standard had been 
lowered, while high-grade Continental firms 
hardly ever were shown here. 

Mr. O Laoghaire mentioned ‘Madchen in 
Uniform,” '“ Don Quixote’? and “ Morgenrot ”’ 
as Continental films which had been passed 
by the Censor for exhibition, but never had 
been shown. 


MACHINE-MADE 
STANDARDS 


Dublin, and consequently Ireland, was, he 
said, accepting a standard type of entertain- 
ment, machine-made with the dead efficiency 
of the machine. 

Speaking of cinematograph facilities in 
Ireland, he said that there were 190 cinemas 
in the Free State, capable of seating 111,438 

rsons. That meant one cinema for every 

6,000 people, and one seat for every. 27 of 
the population. 

He considered that the production of the 
films should be on a decidedly national basis, 
and the best work of a country should 
readily be available to all other countries. 
It was essential that, at any rate, there 
should be film recordings of our dying 
traditions. 

The Rev, R. Devane, 8.J., suggested that 
it would be advisable to hold a meeting of 
those interested in the problem of the cinema 
to form a provisional standing committee, 
with a view to the organisation of public 
opinion in support of a demand for a Govern- 
ment inquiry into the position. The film 
problem was one of great difficulty for 
wealthy populous nations, but infinitely more 
so for small poor countries. As a small and 
comparatively r nation, they would need 
to give the problem very careful examination 
hefore they could hope to control, even 
in a limited way, the films and the 
cinema as an instrumént for the 
cultural development of the  neople. 
He considered the appointment of such a 
committee would be helpful in educating and 
organising the public, and drafting a pro- 
gramme of action. 

Professor Hackett said that he thought 
that there was a future for instruction films 
in this country. He believed that there was 
a good opportunity for the Government to 
use films for the purpose of diffusing infor- 
mation. For example, the warble fly cost a 
loss in damage to hides in this country to 
the amount of a million pounds, and he 
thought that the Government would be 
justified in spending a sum of £40,000 on a 
film showing how the warble fly could be 
destroyed. He also mentioned the use to 
which the Electricity Supply Board could 
put such instruction films.

RACING MOTORIST’S 
DEATH 


MR. KENELM LE GUINNESS 
— é ——_ 


Mr. Kenelm Lee Guinness, well-known 
some years ago as a motorist, who “was 
found dead in his bedroom at his home at 
Kingston Hill, Kingston-on-Thames, early 
on Saturday, was the younger brother of 
Sir Algernon Lee Guinness, and heir to. the 
baronetcy. He was 49 years of age. 

Mr. Guinness was the inventor of a 
sparking plug (the K.L.G.), and he 
founded the firm which made it, but later 
sold out his interest in the business. 

He was married in 1928 to Miss 
Josephine Strangham, the younger 
daughter of Sir Thomas and Lady 
Strangham. The wedding was a big event 
in the motoring world, and was attended 
by many motor racing personalities, among 
them the late Major Sir Henry Segrave. 
A son was born a year later, and in 1930 
a daughter was born. 

Mr. Guinness was the third son of the 
late Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness, elder 
brother of the first Lord Iveagh, and he 
was a cousin of the present. Lord Iveagh. 

For many years Mr. Guinness was one 


Britain. 

It was in the San Sebastian Grand Prix 
of 1825 that his car crashed, and his in- 
juries necessitated his retiring from racing 
on a big scale. In the previous year he 
set up a world record at Brooklands in a 
1,500 c:c. Darnacq car. 

When the first Irish Grand Prix was 
being organised in 1929 (writes our Motor 
ing Correspondent) Mr. K. Lee Guinness, 
at the inyitation of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, inspected the Phoenix Park 
course, and made certain suggestions re- 
garding the running of the races. It was 
he who decided that it would be safer to 
use the course in a clockwise direction, 
owing to the danger there might be in 
drivers approaching the Gouch corner, 
with its monument in the middle of the 
road, at a high speed. It was on his 
suggestion, too, that the continental rule 
of the road, since used in all Irish Free 
State races, was adopted. He, Sir 
Algernon Guinness, and Sir Henry Segrave 
were the greatest racing motorists pro- 
duced by this country.

The commonsense people of Cork would 
lead in showing the present Government at 
the election that its policy, so detrimental to 
the agricultural industry, was not wanted.

That was due to the Government policy for 
every calf killed a few years ago was a boss 
to the country of at least £12, They found 
themselves at a disadvantage in a good 
market compared with their competitors.

If they cannot find a 
settlement it showed bankruptcy in states- 
manship, and they should get out and make 
room for those who could find a settlement.

Owing to the present Government’s policy, 
should the country make a change it would 
take time to build up agriculture to its old 
prosperity, but there were two industries in 
farm life that could be quickly improved— 
poultry and pigs. 

They proposed if returned to power, he 
said, to derate agricultural land. ‘‘ We are 
taunted,”’ he said, “about this and asked 
why did we not do that when we were in 
power.”

have that responsibility if the agricultural 
industry is to live. .
